The Neshaminy Joint School 
Board last night approved final 
plans and authorized the financ­ 
ing of the junior high school to 
be built in upper Middletown 
Township at a cost of $3,828,856. 


The school, to be located on 
Route 413 near George School, 
will have room for 1,314 pupils 
and will cost about $22.18 
per 
square foot. Scheduled 
to 
be 
ready in Septem ber, 1965, it will 
be bigger than the three junior 
high schools now in the district. 


The state will reim burse the 
district $1,7 00 for each pupil, or 
$2,223,800. The rest of the mon­ 
ey will come from the munici­ 
palities which have students in 
the school; as many as 85 per 
cent of the pupils will come 
from Middletown. 


Cost Estim ate 


The cost estim ate was pre­ 
sented by the board’s building 
and maintenance committee and 
the architects, Haag and d ’En- 
tremont of Jenkintown.

square feet, will have a swim­ 
ming pool, gym nasium , audito­ 
rium, practical arts section, caf­ 
eteria and 43 classroom s. 


Some board m embers seemed 
noticeably disturbed when the 
figure was read. Lawrence Mc-

“ My personal reaction is that 
we are building a very expen­

Early today I visited the nation’s only steel 
plant, installed with mostly Moscow money, 20 miles 
south of Cairo. I’m no expert on steel plants, but 
this job at Helwin was a far cry from U.S. Steel’s 
Fairless Works and I suspect it was obsolete even 
before it was built. 


Now Egypt needs a steel plant like it needs a 
half dozen of those ancient pharaohs. But there is 
a significant point to be made. Having a steel 
plant in President N asser’s Egypt is a status sym ­ 
bol for Nasser. This makes him look good in the 
Middle East. 


The sam e applies to the new El Nasser auto 
factory nearby. This is a big deal, of course. The 
auto plant turns out from eight to 16 cars a month. 
But it makes Nasser feel real important to be pro­ 
ducing automobiles. 


Well, as I have noted previously, Egypt is where 
the E ast meets the West. This particular part of 
the West is concluding the meeting at an unearthly 
hour in the morning when he climbs aboard a TWA 
7 07 Jet for Athens. 


The mystery of the Nile is quite discernible to 
the imaginative and the perceptive. An air of quiet 
excitement pervades. Yet, if you forget politics, eco­ 
nomics and international affairs sufficiently long, 
you find yourself in the mid - stream of serenity so 
typical of the Oriental world. 


I’ve been along the Nile, incomparable muse­ 
um of global antiquity, for less than five days. Five 
years might be necessary to acquire substantial 
understanding of Egypt and the Arab world. 


From the balcony of my hotel room, I have just 
spent a few minutes watching leisurely sail boats 
sliding along the Nile, separated from the Hotel by 
only a wide and exotic tree - lined boulevard. F ar 
out and slightly to the south are the giant Giza 
pyramids standing sentinel by the city, just slight­ 
ly visible at this time of day. Overhead and more 
pronounced toward the west is a great umbrella of 
exquisite skies painted in red, scarlet and a tint of 
purple — a sunset as only along the Nile you see 
r\r\n

trou ble, he said. The key is the 
u nex pected.
